has taken her pick.

Curdy was left behind to superintend 
the collection aud shipment of the 
treasures which fall to the share of the 
Museum of Natural History. 
The caves which Professor Osborn 
visited have all been unearthed within 
tile last few years, and one ill par 
Ocular was found only a week before 
ids arrival iii the Pyrenees. 
Ile was 
the first scientist to enter it after the 
debris of centuries had been

FIIING th« * last y ear In pro­ 
ducing half a billion tons of 
coal we wasted or left under- 
grouiul iu such condition that 
it probably will not b<* recovered iu 
th« * future a quarter of a billion tons 
of coal; we turned loose into the a t­ 
mosphere a quantity of natural gas 
larg« *r than the total output of artifi­ 
cial gas during the same period in all 
the towns and cities of the Fnitcd 
States; we also wasted or lost In min­ 
ing. preparation and treatm ent of oth­ 
er im portant metalliferous and lion- 
metalliferous minerals from 10 to 50 
p« *r cent of the y ear's production of 
such minerals." 
The above is the startling manner in 
which Dr. Joseph A. Holmes, director 
of the Fnited States bureau of mines, 
describes some of the losses In the 
y early 
production 
of 
$ 
2.000,Ooo.ooo 
worth 
of 
minerals 
in 
the 
Fnited 
States. 
The words o f the director are a gen­ 
eral summing up of a statem ent just 
issued by the bureau, in which an in­ 
ventory of the various mineral wastes 
is given 
and 
in 
which 
th** bureau 
shows how millions and millions of 
dollars may be saved to the people of 
this country through the right sort of 
conservation of Its resources. 


Va lua ble Depo sits Ly ing Idle. 


The general statem ent, written by 
Charles 
L. 
Parsons, 
«‘liief 
mineral 
chemist of the bureau, contains the 
charge that many valuable mineral de­ 
posits are ly ing i«ll«*. while the prod­ 
ucts are being imported from other 
countries. 
Mr. 
Parsons further <le- 
clares that through wasteful use of 
certain of the minerals the ultimate 
exhaustion and dissipation of some of 
the Important useful minerals of to­ 
day . from the standpoint of the race 
and In the light of pr« *s<*nt knowledge, 
arc In sight. 
He urges that many de­ 
posits of ores of such low grade that 
they cannot b«> mined today should 
is* left In position so that they can be 
mined in the future, as many or« *s, for 
nierlv of too low a grade to work with 
profit, are now sources of wealth. The 
wastes of the past are daily being con- 
vert« *d Into the dividends of the pres­ 
ent. he declares. 
In referring to the waste In th« * 
mining and use of coal Mr. Parsons 
say s; 
“The wastes of carbon in our 
modern economy an* almost incom­ 
prehensible. 
In mining coal in this 
country 
probably 
one tldrd 
of 
the 
bituminous coal and one-half of the 
anthracite are left in the mine. Fully 
80,000,(X*> tons of anthracite are now 
being l« *ft behind In the mine each 
y ear, and It Is estimated that since 
mining began In this country fully 
2,0« h>,«nio,immi tons of anthracite and 
3,« hni,« nm).<mmi tons of bituminous coal 
have been left In the ground under 
conditions which make future recov­ 
ery highly Improbable. 
“After <*oal Is mined the 
lo sse s by 
no means cense, although some of th« * 
culm that formerly went to waste by 
millions of t« » ns is now being used. 
Probably not over 11 per cent of the 
energy 
In <*«>nl 
is being effectively 
utilized. 
The remainder of the energy 
Is lost through the inefficiency of the 
steam boiler, the steam engine and the 
electric dy naiuo. 


Bo iler Efficiency . 


“ It Is estimated that the boiler scale 
; In locomotives alone in this country 
means a l«»».s of over 15.00CMKX) tons 
of coal annually . 
It has ts*en shown 
that one-sixteenth of an Inch of scale 
means a 
lo s s of 25 per cent In boiler 
efficiency . The scientific control of the 
combustion of coal under b« » ll« *rs is 
constantly increasing, but the losses 
of « arIwm that is still pouring from our 
chimney s, defacing monuments, build 
lngs and landscu{H>. are without valid 
reason.” 
Mr. Parsons s a y s that the losses iu 
th<> making of coke by the old fashioned 
process 
wasted 
$ 4d,000,000 
in 
the 
Fnited States last y ear. 
He calls tlds 
nn entirely nets!less and seemingly 
ruthless loss. 
He declares that those 
coke ovens, without taking Into ac­ 
count the value of the by products that 
were possible, wasted more than l.Otto,. 
000 horsepower in the y ear. 
All this 
l« *ss might be prevented by th« * us« * <*f 
modern methods. Iu* say s. 
‘T he du*t from stacks and chimney s 
of all kinds.” say s Mr Parsons. "Is of 
ten not only a great waste of valuable 
iiint4*rlal. hut Is one «»f tin* gr« *nt « *\lls 
of npHlern civilization. 
Valuable m« *t 
alliferous « lusts are strewn broadcast 
from tin* stacks of <» ur sin« *it« *rs. gas­ 
es and poisonous solids destroy v« » ge- 
table and animal Ilf« *, and masse* of 
black smoke pour from our chimney s 
and M*til« ' in clouds over many of our 
titi**'. rendering tluun e\ce« sllngly <lis 
ngr« s» able and unsightly . 
Even with 
present knowledge practically all dust 
nuisances are preventable, and legisla­ 
tion tin* country over is diminishing 
th« * « lust output from snu*lt« *rs. cement 
plants and smoking chimney s, often 
with tlu* result that the collection of 
dust Incident t«» smoke prevention b«* 
comes a source of profit. 
“ Almost Inestimable losses of sul 
phur, arsenic and bismuth are now ta k ­ 


ing place in the liue « lusts and tine 
gliS*-s. 
“In pi« *|H*ition to output the hiss,.* 
of zinc are probably greater than those 
of any other metal and are especially 
important h<*enuac there is almost no 
r«*< ov« *ry of zinc fr« *m m anufactured 
products and almost no conservation of 
1 zinc by u<‘cumulation. 
Beside« these 
losses in the milling anti concentration 
i of zinc ores, there are incalculable 
losses, which without quewtion run into 
many millions of dollars and undoubt­ 
edly exceed the total value of the zinc 
uiined, iu slags and waste products 


from other processes. 
-Zin<- lias been 
and in general still is considered about 
th« * worst impurity to lie found in the 
or« *s of copper and lead, for It has al­ 
way s given trouble in their metallurgy . 
“ In combined but unfortunately in 
relatively insoluble form there are un­ 
limited supplies «>f potash in this coun­ 
try . 
Because no methods are known 
for « *coii« >mically obtaining tin* potash 
we are obliged to imj>ort from Ger 
many about $1.".000.(Hhi worth each 
y ear. 
Potash is absolutely essential, 
and unless methods can be found for 
obtaining it from domestic supplies we 
shall be obliged to purchase it from 
Germany at a price at least 4<*> p« >r 
cent more than the cost of delivery in 
New York. 


W a ste o f Nitro g en. 
“Our waste of nitrogen, worth 
in 
combined form about 15 c« *nts 
p« » r 
pound, 
is almost Inconceivable, and 
no calculation can give us a real i« lca 
of what this loss means. 
Although 
we producetl last, y ear over 4(H',.000,0« H) 
tons of bituminous coal, we r« *oover« *d 
only $ 3,800,000 w orth of the $ 100,0« « 0.000 
worth of recoverable nitrogen in tin* 
coal. 
“Of course it is entirely im practi­ 
cable under present conditions to re 
cover as ammonia all of the nitrogen 
that might be obtained, but it does 
seem most regrettable that of 03. 000.0« >0 
tons of coal conv« *rted into coke in 
11*1«», containing $22.000,OCX« worth <>f 
recoverable nitrogen, only about one- 
sixth was treated in ovens or retorts 
which could make that recov« >ry pos­ 
sible. 
The rest of the nitrogen in the 
coal w ent off as fr« *e nitrogen in the 
air. 
"It is estimated that since the tirst by ­ 
product coke oven was built In this 
country in 1803 and up to tlu* present 
time th« * «‘«»lit* coked in tin* oltl fash­ 
ioned beehive ovens where the nitrogen 
was 
ruthlessly

amount« *« ! to about S 10 .000,000 tons. 
Had tliis

ovens the volatile nitrogen of the coal 
would 
have 
y ielded 
twenty -three

a ton would have had a value of $ 558.- 
DOO.OOO. 
But this would not be all. 
IIa» l this ammonia been recovered it 
would have been used on the soil as a 
fertilizer, and the crops would have in­ 
creased fully 20 per cent, and tin* sav­ 
ing would have been many millions 
more. 


Fa cts a s Reg a rds Sulphur. 
“The • waste and the utilization of 
sulphur arc both enormous and de­ 
pend largely on local conditions. 
We 
produce sulphur cheaper than any 
other country in the world, sell it at 
perhaps the high« *st price and in the 
form of sulphur « lioxitle <lis« *hnrge it 
In the air from the stack of a single 
smelter In quantities almost as large as 
those utiliz« *« l throughout the country 
from sulphur aud domestic py rite put 
together. 
If th« * sulphur discharged 
into the air from this one smelter 
w« *re converted int« > sulphuric acid it 
would furnish more than enough sul­ 
phuric n« ‘i«I f«»t* th** total fertilizer in­ 
dustry of tin* Fnlt« *« l States. 
“This country is producing annually 
about 3,00o.« io0 tons of sulphuric a d d — 
the basis of ¡ill chemical industry — 
of which approximately one-half is 
uswl in tin* m anufacture of fertilizers. 
The total am ount of sulphur « lloxi« le 
« llschargetl Into tin* air In this country 
would unquestionably sutti« *e to make 
more than 8.000.000 t« » ns of sulphuric 
a« *l« l.”
